Result of examination: 

It was determined that the questioned typewriter 
impressions on Q3 through Q15 and Q20 through Q23 were prepared 
by a typewriter or typewriters equipped with Remington 
pica style of type, spaced ten letters to the inch. 

It was further determined that this is the same style 
and size of type used to prepare the questioned 
typewriter impressions on Q1 through Q8, previously 
submitted in this case. Although a limited number of 
characteristics in common were noted in the questioned 
typewriter impressions on Q1 through Q15 and Q2G through 
Q23, it was not possible to definitely determine whether 
the same typewriter was or was not used in the preparation 
of those specimens due to the limited nature of the 
characteristic defects. No significant differences were 
noted in the typewriter impressions on those specimens. 

It was determined that the typewriter impressions 
on checks Q16 through Q19 were not prepared by the 
same typewriter or typewriters used to prepare the 
typewriting on the remainder of the specimens submitted 
in this case.
